He ufur ps the Title of IE sur TE, juſt as their 
Popes are obſerved to have choſen — ex- 
actly contrary to their Tempers; as, the moſt 
Hatcher- facd Formoſws, the moſt prophane 
rias, the moſt eruel Clemens, & e. For certainly, 
never did any more interfere with the ſteps of the 
Bleſſed A this than thoſe that blaſphemouſly =

their whole endeavors aim no farther. Riches, 
Dominion, Pomp and Glory, are the Butts they 
ſhoot at; and if ever they appear Heavenly, by 
tampering with Affairs of State, they mix Heaven 
ani Earth together, to bring all into Confuſion. 
Let them magaifie the Travels of their Saint Ta- 
verlas, and boaſt the Multitude of Heathens they 
have converted ; look narrowly into that intrigue, 
and you'll find it only an Heck ſterly Cherity of 
mercenary Pedlars, rather than a free offer af 
glad tidings.'
